DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S. C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1, 4-9, 10, and 11, drawn to a recombinant plant genome comprising 
sunflower orf 522 sequence, cytoplasm containing said genome and further to 
methods of using the sequence in plant transformation or selection, classified in 
class 800, subclass 278, for example. 

II. Claims 2-3, drawn to mitochondria, classified in class 424, subclass 1.17, for 
example. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups I. and II. do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the organelle transformation 
and isolation methods required for Group II. are not required of Group I. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification and because the search required 
for Group I. is not required for Group II., restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
